Fifteen an hour is considered 


“rood.” By this time, Mercury stood 
in the Eastern sky and the dawn 
was gathering. 

The Leonid meteors are observa- 
ble every November at this time. 
The Harvard observatory told as- 
tronomers to be on the watch for 
Laonids up to Nov. 17. 
nights the showers are brilliant and 
many. On other nights, they are 
few. Every 33 or 34 years they 
achieve maximum brilliancy. The 
next unusually brilliant showers,are 
set for 1931 or 1932. 

Tune meteors are moving in an 
orbit about the sun and this orbit 


On certain 


traverses the earth’s orbit each No- 
vember. The meteors are from 560 
to 75 miles away from the earth's 
surface when seen. They cannot 
be seen until they penetrate the air 
envelope, in which the friction 
burns them up. The air envelope 
is from 75 to 90 miles high. The 
difference in size between the 
average meteor and one of the 
fixed stars of the heaven may be 
judged by the following compari- 
son——a meteor, looming larger than 
a star, is seen at a distance of 59 
to 75 miles—a fixed star, seeming 
smaller than a meteor, is seen at 
200,000 times the distance of the 
sun from the earth, which is 93,- 
000,000 miles. 

A few of the meteors reach the 
earth’s surface. They are usually 
mixtures of iron, cobalt and nickel. 

“Dull and Disappointing.” 

Dr. Jessica Young, instructor in 
astronomy at Washington Univer- 
Sity, said that last night's Leonid 
performance was ‘dull and, disap- 
pointing.” 

“‘Maybe it will be better tonight, 
Or, rather, early tomorrow morn-! 
ing,’” Dr. Young said. “You really 
can’t tell in advance. I watched 
the sky from 2 a. m. to 3 a. m. this 
morning, and there were so few 
meteors I gave up.” 

The constellation Leo, for the 
benefit of persons who may wish 


to look for meteors tomorrow 
morning, will be found midway 
between the zenith and the east- 


ern horizon, east of the Big Dip- 
per. There is one star for the end 
of the lion’s tail, another for the 
beginning of the tail, one star for 
his forefeet, one for his hindfeet, 
one for his nose, and one for the 
tip of his ear—six stars in all. The 
best time to see the shower is usu- 
ally between 4 and 6a.m. At that 
time the “lion” is almost directly 
overhead. It should be remem- 
bered that although the showers 
come from the general direction of 
Leo, the meteors travel in all di- 
rections.

DEAD FROM VESTRIS 
Up to Expectations, TAKEN 1) NEWYORK 


First of 22 Bodies So Far Re- 
covered From Wreck Are 
Taken Ashore. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 15.—The 
Irench tanker Myriam docked in 
Brooklyn early today with 57 sur- 
vivors of the Vestris. 

Aside from the eight passengers, 
the Myriam brought to port 49 
members of the crew, six of them 
staff officers, three musicians, 17 
from the commissary department 
and 23 firemen. 

The bodies of 22 of the dead lost 
in the sinking of the Vestris were 
returned to relatives and friends 
today. 

A body arrived at this city 
early yesterday on the rescue ship 
Berlin. while last night eight bodies 
were brought by the Coast Guard 
destroyers, Tucker and Acushnet. 
The Coast Guard Destroyer Shaw 
is on the way from the scene of 
the wreck for New York with 13 
bodies. 

Many of the dead had not been 
identified today. 

Among the bodies aboard the 
Shaw are those of Maj. Yashio 
Inouye, Japanese Consul at Buenos 
Aires, whose wife was rescued by 
the Battleship Wyoming; Carl 
Franke, representative of a Ger- 
man firm, and his 22-year-old 
daughter, Ingeborg. 

Of the four bodies brought by 
the Tucker only two were identi- 
fied. Brass tags worn about the 
necks identified one as that of Jose 
Gonzales Rua of New Bedford. 
Mass., and the other as that of 
Ramon Garcia Pelal of New York. 
Rua, who had sailed with his wife 
and two-year-old son, had $7800 in 
his pockets when found. His wife 
was rescued by the Wyoming, but 
no trace of the son was found. 

The other two bodies were those 
of a Negro woman and aie white 
man, apparently a member of the 
crew. 

Aboard the Acushnet were the 
bodies of Ralph P. Whitehead, of 
W oodstock, N. Y., and Tom Jones, 
Barman of the Vestris. The iden- 
titles of the other two was not 
known.

“At 3:45 p. m. last Saturday the 
pier at Hoboken 
bound for South America via the 


Barbados. It carried a full cargo 


which had been loaded by T. Ho- 


gan & Son, stevedores of the high- 


est repute, who have stowed all our 


cargoes for years. . 
“Early Sunday morning the ship 
encountered a heavy northwest 
wind which rapidly rose to a gale. 
The ship continued on its course, 


' but the storm was so severe that 


it was forced to heave to. Seas 
broke over the forward deck. Ven- 
carried 
Windows on the main deck 
One of the life boats 
in and ports started. 
The pumps were worked continu- 
ously and the water made no sub- 
stantial gain till 1 a. m. Monday. 

“The violent pitching of the ves- 
se] caused automobiles and other 
cargo in No. 1 compartment above 


_the waterline on the sheltered deck 


to break through the bulkhead 
separating that compartment from 
the forecastle, and fetching up on 
the starboard side, causing a list 
to starboard. The officers say that 
never in their whole experience 
had they seen such gigantic seas. 

“In the course of the morning. 
it became evident that the ship 
would have to be abandoned, and 
preparations to this end were be- 
gun. The ship carried 14 life boats 
with a total capacity of 700. The 
life boat gear was of the most mod- 
ern type and made it possible to 
launch the boats readily. All pas- 
sengers were embarked first, the 
crew followed. 

“Capt. Carey did not himself en- 
ter a boat and was last seen jump- 
ing into the water from the rail 
alone. Up to this moment we have 
learned of the death of 14 persons, 
besides the missing. We hope the 
missing will be héard from as other 
vessels arrive. The Merritt-Chap- 
man and Scott Cos.’ boats Relief 
and Resolute, which we sent out at 
noon Monday, have been instructed 
to stand by and cruise about in 
search of any survivors or to res- 
cue the bodies of those who per- 
ished. 

“I take this opportunity to ex- 
press the deep appreciation which 
the directors of the Lamport & 
Holt Line feel for the generous and 
effective service of the vessels 
which went to the aid of the Ves- 
tris and the rescue of her passen- 
gers and crew.” 

Cook denied that the ship had 
departed “limping’’ from the har- 
bor and that a distress signal had 
been received four hours after she 
left port only to be canceled later.

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THE VESTRIS TRAGEDY. 


Only a great tragedy like that which attended the 
loss of the steamer Vestris could serve to remind us 
that not even modern science, which has given us 
the radio, has stripped the sea of its terrors. 

The Vestris had been for 16 years in the South 
American trade. 
eled on her through the West Indies and down the 
South American coast. She was as familiar to that 
part of the world as a steamship is in any of the great 
lanes of travel, and she had never been unlucky. Less- 
er ships in the time of the Vestris had been lost in 
the Caribbean. Great disasters had occurred in the 
Atlantic. From New York to the West Indies, and 
from the West Indies down to Bahia, Rio Janeiro and 
Buenos Aires, has usually been a safe and pleasant 
voyage, one popular with winter excursionists. 

Yet the Vestris had little more than left New York 
on her last trip than she began to list. She went 
down some 250 miles off the Virginia coast,-in a 
part of the sea where ships are so numerous that a 
disaster of the magnitude of this one hardly seems 
possible. Apparently no one knows why a more effec- 
tive use of the radio was not made. The Vestris had 
radio equipment, and she reported long before she 
sank that she was in trouble. Some of the surviv- 
ors are disposed to blame the captain, who went 
down with his ship. Their testimony is that every- 
body on the Vestris knew the situation to be hourly 
growing worse. The ship was listing more and 
more, and eventually she turned over on her side. 
Probably the captain thought he would be able to 
control the list and bring the ship into port under 
her own power. He would thus have escaped being 
salvaged, which is a disgrace to ship commanders. 
Unfortunately, no appeal for help had been repeated 
in the long interval between the first alarm and the 
final SOS before the vessel sank. It is very mysti- 
fying. Wecan much better understand how so many 
uneventful voyages had lulled the crew into a false 
sense of security. This usually is the case. When- 
ever the lifeboats leak, or the life-saving apparatus 
is deficient, it is due to that cause. So it was with 
the Vestris. When the test came she was wanting. 
In consequence, more than 300 human beings put out 
on a rough sea in unstable craft, much of it already 
battered. Their hardships were heart-rending. More 
than 100 of them were lost. One survivor saw a 
mother with two children clasped in her arms vainly 
struggling to keep afloat before the trio went under 
the waves. Many ships went to the rescue, but it 
was .too late to save all. The first arrivals got there 
in the black darkness of night. Despite their great 
searchlights they saw nothing. It was not until the 
next morning that the first survivors were found. 
Seldom have the immensity of the sea, and the 
futility of all man’s invention, been so graphically 
demonstrated as in that search. Battleships, de- 
stroyers, trans-Atlantic liners, tankers, coast patrol 
boats, all wove around the tragic spot for 24 hours, 
in a network of attempted relief. They literally 
scoured the sea. What a pity it was that because 
of the long silence of the Vestris when she was palpa- 
bly sinking much of this relief was in vain! It is 
a puzzling mystery, one that unfortunately deepens 
the widespread conviction of criminal carelessness. 
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GOV. SMITH’S FAREWELL.

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GERMANY AND COMMUNISM. 

According to a St. Loulsan who is in Frankfort, 
Communism is no such terror to Germany as it is 
to us. He saw in that city recently a great Com- 
munist demonstration, and to his amusement neither 
the public officials nor the Communists seemed to 
take it very seriously. He estimates that there were 
from 8000 to 10,000 men in line. Bands played, red 
flags fluttered, and the whole marching pageant sang 
the Internationale. Instead of trying to prevent the 
demonstration, the police went on before and cleared 
the way. After the parade, the Communist leader 
in Germany spoke on the platz. Then the gathering 
dissolved into the beer gardens and the saloons. 
The day closed with all the marchers, in hundreds 
of good-natured groups, every one made mellow by 
good beer, singing a German national anthem. 

What a people! In 19 of the States of our own 
Union there are anti-syndicalist laws under which 
anyone attempting to participate in such a demon- 
stration, or trying to organize one, would be thrust 
into prison. There is no justification for such in- 
tolerance, nor is it wholesome. Communism is a 
delusion, and it is no more possible.to prevent its 


lodgment in the minds of. some people than it is 
possible to keep people from being Holy Rollers or 
Fundamentalists. The Germans, who are older than 
we are, have not the slightest fear of it. They have 
lived next door to Russia ever since the revolution 
which resulted in the soviet republic, but they have 
never actually feared that Germany would be en- 
gulfed by Communism. They know quite well that. 
it is the disinheritance of the people, who are at last 
without land, that causes such an extreme. The Ger- 
man people own Germany, as our own people own the 
United States. All such people have a stake in the 
country, and they are by that fact in defense of all 
property. The Germans evidently believe that the 
certain way to encourage Communism in Germany 
would be to suppress that element of the population 
which, because of the demoralization and poverty re- 


—— 


sulting from the World War, has embrated it. The 
German republic goes steadily on. It is steadily im- | 
proving the status of the German people. It is in 


no more danger of Communism than is our own coun- | 
try, and nothing like so foolish about it. | 
FATHER’S LAST STAND. | 
In a day when the foundations of the American | 
home are subject to so many vicious stabs as to make | 
them resemble a lattice fence, another vicious stab | 
comes with poor grace. We refer to the movement 
among pharmaceutical manufacturers to impart 
sweet, smooth, seductive flavors to such rare old 
beverages as castor oil, salt solutions and onion | 
syrup.

AN OLD ST. LOUISAN. 
Mrs. Wilhelmina Welker, who-celebrated her ninety- 
fifth birthday yesterday, came to St. Louis from 
Lippe-Detmold, Germany, Nov. 16, 1851. 
That was in a time when St. Louis and the region 
immediately behind it was a veritable land of promise 
to Germans. It had been made so by a book written 
by one Duden. Duden came over from Germany and 
explored to some extent the locality comprised by 
the present City of St. Louis, as well as St. Louis, St. 
Charles and nearby counties. He must have seen 
it in the Indian summer, when the fruits of nature 
were abundant, because the book he wrote when he 
returned to Germany precipitated a rush. This was 
what brought much of the great German population 
to the region hereabouts, particularly that in St. 
Louis and the bordering counties. Not all the people 
to whom Duden’s magic had lent wings with which 
to cross the sea found this the land of milk and 
honey he had pictured. They found that only by 
the sweat of their brows could they enjoy the riches 
of this new world, and this is the way they have 
enjoyed them. They have not, since they found this 
out, so much enjoyed Duden. 
Mrs. Welker lived when she came here on Six- 
teenth street between Biddle and O’Fallon. That was 
then the West End. It is the East End now, which 
will serve to show how long this venerable lady has 
lived in St. Louis. 
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FOR THE SAKE OF THE CHILDREN. 

For more than four years the club women of Mis- 
souri have shouldered a task that belongs to the 
State. They have been seeking out and providing 
care for the crippled children of parents too poor to 
pay for the tedious medical, surgical and hospital care 
necessary to reclaim the children who otherwise 
would go through life as dependents. 

Under the leadership of Mrs. C. W. Green of Co- 
lumbia, chairman of the Welfare Committee of the 
Missouri Federation of Women's Clubs, they have 
found more than 400 suffering children. They have 
provided free expert orthopedic surgery. They have 
obtained free hospital care in St. Louis and Kansas 
City. They have induced men’s service clubs to pro- 


vide the mechanical braces £0 often neceseary. They 
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A COUNTY POLICE FORCE. 

To solve its vexing probl of lawlessness, an effi- 
cient, county-wide police ton, the greatest need of | 
St. Louis County. The County Taxpayers’ League de- 
serves public encouragement in sponsoring a law to | 
establish such a force. 

No matter how honest and well-meaning the | 
Sheriff and Constables may be, they are not in a po- | 
sition to carry on a relentless war against crime. | 
When, as in the past, some of the holders of these 
offices manifest not the least interest in law en- 
forcement, but only care for the spoils, what hope 
has the community? The Sheriff and Constables 
are civil as well as police officers, and have numer- 
ous duties to perform for the courts. Furthermore, 
they are paid under the thoroughly objectionable fee 
system. Their authority and powers are hampered 
by law. 

In short, as has been pointed out many times be- 
fore, the whole system of Sheriffs and Coroners, de- 
Signed for the needs of rural England and coming 
down to us with the common law, is not capable of 
coping with the work of catching criminals and as- 
suring the public peace and safety. A bill for a St. 
Louis County police force failed in the 1927 Legisla- 
ture through political opposition. Every effort should 
be made now to secure the passage of a law for a 
properly organized and sufficiently powerful police 
force for this semi-urban, growing district of 200,000 
population. 1 
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THE RIVER RETURNS A PROFIT. 

Secretary of War Davis expresses satisfaction over 
the report of the Inland Waterways Corporation for 
the first nine months of the year. This govern- 
mental body, which operates barge. lines on the 
Mississippi River, has earned $277,782 this year, as 
compared with $45,507 for the same period a year | 
ago. This gain was made despite a deficit of $65,000 | 
in the Warrior River division, and a loss of $198,000 
in, the upper Mississippi River division. The profit 
is accounted for by the earnings of the lower river 
line of $540,000 for the nine months. 

It will be noted that, while the Warrior division 
lost $65,000, last year its deficit was $173,000. Ina 
year, therefore, the deficit was reduced by $108,000. 
On the other hand, the lower line netted only $255,- 
000 for nine months last year and has, therefore, 
more than doubled its earnings within a single 
twelve-month period. It is to be noted, too, that the 
Warrior River terminal operations showed a net 
profit of $33,358 as contrasted with a loss of more 
than $13,000 last year. 

Certainly the Government is to be congratulated 
for its initiative in this matter. It is demonstrating 
that river transportation is not only a desirable 
means of easing our transportation problem, but that 
it is financially profitable. In a few years we may 
expect to see all the lines making a handsome profit, 
thus justifying those who have been saying for years 
that river traffic, far from being dead, must be an 
essential part of the future transportation system of 
the United States.

The degree was 
conferred upon the President by 
Archbishop Curley of Baltimore. 
counselor of the university. 


Cardinals O'Connell of Boston 
Dougherty of Philadelphia and 
Hayes of New York, and Mgr. Fu- 
masoni-Biondi, apostolic delegate 
to the United States, wearing the 
full regalia of their positions, greet- 
ed Mr. and Mrs. Coolidge at the 
University Hall and accompanied 
them in the procession to the plat- 
form where the ceremonies took 
place. 


Numerous members of the Cab- 
inet and of the diplomatic corps, 
in addition to many Bishops and 
university professors, also were on 
the platform. The end of the large 
hall was draped with American 
flags on a background of the papal 
colors. 


Cardinal O'Connell greeted the 
President, declaring that Catholic 
education had often been misunder- 
stood, that no student of a Catho- 
lic university could ever acquire 
ideas subversive of American insti- 
tutions or inimical to public order. 

As a fellow New Englander, Car-

They tried to hold the lifeboats 
out—away from the ship—by push- 
ing with oars. It was a slow and 
painful precess. 

Hole in Side of Life Boat. 

Boat No. 8, the lifeboat to which 
I was assigned, had a hole torn in 
her side as they were letting her 
down. They patched it up with a 
plece of tin before they let us in, 
but the tin didn't hold. 

When the boats were about 10 
feet from the water, they told us 
to climb down the rope ladder and 
get in. Two boats were filled with 
women and children before ther 
filled No, 8. 

In No. 8, before I got in, were 
10 women and two children — two 
youngsters about 6 or 8 years old. 
One of the women was Mrs, Clara 
Ball, with whom I subsequently 
floated on the piece of wreckage. 
Another was Mrs. Inoye, wife of 
the counselor of the Japanese Eni- 
bassy at Buenos Aires. The ship’s 
bartender was aboard, and our 
crew consisted of four Negro Sail- 
ors. 

Three minutes after we pulled 
away, the Vestris keeled over on 
her side and sank. 

40 Dive From Vestris. 

I think one of the _ strangest 
things I saw was 40 men—appar- 
ently all those left on board—rac 
ing madly down her side and div- 
ing off from her keel. 

One boat never got away at ll. 
It was still on deck when she sank. 
They had tried to launch some from 
her starboard side, but they had had 
to cut them away before they could 
be filled.

| when she went down, and they 
' picked up a lot of the swimmers. 

She went down silently—with 
just a little puff of steam. Her 
boilers must have been cold. The- 
engine room had not been func- 
tioning all morning. 

Just a few minutes after we 
pulled away, our lifeboat began to 
fill with water. The tin patch tore 


away. She had air compartments, 
however, so that we could stay in 
her, even. after she was under 
water. 


Still the women tried to keep 
calm, although the tears streamed 


down their cheeks. There was no 
screaming. | 
One of the children started to 


whimper. His mother—hastily dry- 
ing her eyes—tried to comfort 
him. 

It wasn’t long before a big wave 
came along and capsized us. I got 
caught under the lifeboat as she 
turned over. I wasn’t hurt, ex- 
| cept for a little scrape on my neck. 
|'As I struggled out from under, ] 
saw a woman's foot bob up. J 
\grabbed it and hauled her with 
‘me. She was Mrs. Ball. 
| When the boat: tipped over, 
‘most of the occupants came up, 
(including the children. 
| We all got on one side, pulled 
and managed to right it again. The 
| women and children climbed in. 
| But the waves were pounding 
it to pieces. The air compart- 
|, ments, stored under the seats, tore 
|loose. She was breaking up. 
| Great black waves—they looked 
'to be 100 feet high from where we 
were—kept pounding down on us. 
| The children disappeared, and

the women—all except Mrs. Ball. 
I saw a piece of wood—wreck- 
| age—floating in the water nearby. 
“Come on,’’ I said. ‘‘We swam to
